these figures are lower thun last 
> ear's paitly because many banks 
found it unprofitable to continue 
the plan. It is possible, too, that 
some former club savers have dis- 
continued the practice for other 
reasons.

years Indicates that this year's 
$320,000,000 will be spent as fol-

He cited statistics showing the 


increase in the number of trailers 
in the nation from 20,000 in 193S to 
more than 200,000 this year.
